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The Supreme Court and Prohibition 


The bone-dryness of the Supreme Court reached its apotheosis recently in the wire- 
tapping case; while most decisions of the court on liquor cases have been 
unanimous, a vigorous dissent was made in this instance by Justices Holmes, 


Brandeis, Butler and Stone.

His Supreme Court is bone dry. Dr. 
Tran is quoted as Having opposed pro- 
hibition before he became Chief Jus- 
tice, but the Court in many decisions, most 
of them unanimous, has ruled against the 
advocates of personal liberty. The validity 


of the eighteenth amendment and of the 
enforcement acts has been upheld com- 
pletely. and now no further appeals cov- 


ering the broader questions they raise are 
being made. In the Court’s most celebrated 
decision on prohibition policy, two years 
ago, it was held legal for a Congress of 
farmers and politicians and lawyers to de- 
cide that a pint of hard liquor in 10 days 
was all that any sick man needed. In 
this case, which involved the right of phy- 
sicians to prescribe more than the Federal 
iimitation, the American Medical Associa- 
tion pleaded for more professional! latitude 
and aiso set forth the logical view that the 
regulation of physicians in matters of 
liquor, as in other matters, was distinctly 
a State affair. But the Court accepted 
the Anti-Saloon League demand. 

Recently the apotheosis of bone-dryness 
has been reached on enforcement questions. 
Most astounding of these rulings have been 
those upholding the right of. prohibition 
agents to tap telephone wires to obtain 
evidence against suspected bootieggers, 
and approving padlock injunctions against 
night clubs which committed the heinous 
crime of serving ginger-ale, glasses and 
cracked ice to patrons. 

In most or these cases the Court was 
unanimously dry, as noted heretofore, but 
in the wire-tapping case Dr. Taft’s majority 
outraged Holmes, Brandeis, Butler and 
Stone, J. J. The Chief Justice and the 
Anti-Saloon League won by a single vote. 
In the opinion, written by Dr. Taft him- 
seif, the Court took this unique and dis- 
turbine view of telephone conservations: 
‘The reasonable view is that 
beyond his house, and messages while paass- 
ing over them, are not within the protec- 
tion of the fourth amendment.’’ That 
amendment, Dr. Taft added, in explaining 
away a previous uncomfortable decision of 
the Court, “may have proper application to 
a sealed letter in the mail because of the 
constitutional provision for the Postoffice 
Department and the relations between the 
Government and those who pay to secure 
protection of their sealed letters.” The 
fourth amendment reads: “The right of the 
people to be secure in their persons, houses, 
papers and effects against unreasonable 
searches and seizures shall not be violated: 
and no warrants shall issue but on prob- 
able cause, supported by oath or affirma- 


tion and particularly describing the place 
to be searched and the persons or things 
to be seized.” 


The fifth amendment also was cited in 


this case by Roy Olmstead, Seattle’s $2,- 
Uu00,000-a-year bootlegger. It reads: “No 
person .. . shall be compelled, in any crim- 


inal case, to be a witness against himself.” 
The Federal agents, {tn the case of Oim- 
stead and 8&9 alleged confederates who 
were indicted, tapped eight telephone wires 
into homes and offices and had asatenog- 
raphers take transcripts of conversations 
over a period of five months. It wag en- 
tirelvy on this evidence that Olmstead and 
18 others were convicted,

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Dr. Brandeis’ bitter dissenting opinion 
denounced the Court for its too literal in- 
terpretation of the Constitution in this case 
as opposed to its very liberal construction 
in recent approvals of zoning laws and 
other statutes providing for the seizure of 
property. He also attacked the decision 
on the ground that it made the Government, 


and the Court itself, a confederate in a 
crime. Washington and 25 other g6tates 


have laws making it a crime to intercept 
telephone and telegraph messages. “Dis- 
covery and invention have made it possible 
for the Government, by means far more 
effective than stretching upon. the rack, 
to obtain disclosure in court of what is 
whispered in the closet,” he said. Then 
he went on: 

The progress of science in furnishing the 
Government with means of espionage ts not 
likely to stop with wire tapping. Ways may 
some day be developed by which the Govern- 
ment without removing papers from secret 
drawers, can reproduce them in court, and by 
which it will be enabled to expose to a jury 
the most intimate occurrences of the home. 
Advances in the paychic and related sciences 
may bring means of exploring unexpressed be- 
liefs, thoughts,%end emotions. ‘That places 
the liberty of every man in the hands of ev- 
ery petty officer,” was said by James Otis of 
much lksser intrusions than these... .Time 
and again the Court has refused to place an 


unduly literal construction on the Constitu- 
tion 


Dr. Brandeis pointed out that the Gov- 
ernment has assumed mora! responsiblity 
for such unlawful! acts: 

Decency, security, and liberty alike demand 
that Guvernmennt officials shal! be subiected 

to the same rules of conduct that are com- 

mands to the citizen. .If the Government 

becomes a lawbreaker, it breeds contempt of 
law it invites every man to become a law wn- 

to himeeclf. it invites anarchy. To declare 

that in the administration of the criminal! 

law the end justifies the meanse—to declare 
the Government may commit crime in order 

to secure the conviction of a private crim 

inal—would bring terrible retribution. 

Liquor-smugegling is another heinous 
crime in the eyes of the Supreme Court 
Mrs. Willebrandt has won all her cases in- 
volving the freedom of the seas. The rum- 
running treaty between the United States 
and Great Britain should be construed lib- 
erally. the Court announced in upholding 
the seizure of a British ship. In the Under- 
writer Iibel. case, it was ruled that the 
Coast Guard has a right to seize Amer- 
ican ships anywhere on the high seas if 
they are found to carry liquor believed to 
be destine for arid America. In the 
Quadra case, the Court upheld the con- 
viction of a British ship Captain whose 
steamer was taken near the Faralion 
Islands, 25 miles off San Francisco.

The seizure of the British liquor ship 
Pescawha off the coast of Oregon, outside 
the one-hour steaming distance which the 
British-American treaty substitutes for the 
three-mile limit, provided another oppor- 
tunity for the Court to help Mrs. Wiille- 
brandt. The chief officer of the Coast 
Guard ship which captured the Pescawha 
asserted that the chase started inside the 
one-hour steaming distance and justified 
the seizure outside under what he called 
“the doctrine of hot pursuit.” The Captain 
of the Pescawha and five others were sen- 
tenced to prison. The Court refused to re- 
view their case, and the zealous Coast 
Guard officials may now make such selz- 
ures whenever they desire.
